Brown  Accepts  College  Presidency 


n  valuable  member  of  the  Presb\  - 
terian  College  administrative  staffhas  been 
seleeled  as  the  next  president  of  Martin 
Methodist  College  in  Pulaski,  Tenn. 

Dr.  Ted  Brown.  PC's  vice  president 
for  college  advancement,  was  elected  on 
Oct.  23  by  the  hoard  of  trustees  of  the  four- 
year  liberal  arts  college.  He  will  begin  his  duties  on 
March  1. 

"I  have  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Ted  Brown  as  vice  president  of  college 
ad\  ancement."  Dr.  Tom  Reeves.  PC's  interim  presi- 
dent, said  following  the  announcement  by  Martin 
officials.  "He  has  been  with  the  college  since  198? 
leading  its  fund-raising  efforts.  While  we  shall 
miss  Ted  greatly,  we  wish  him  every  success  in  this 
new  endeavor." 

Martin  Methodist  College,  a  senior  institu- 
tion of  the  United  Methodist  Church  that  was 
founded  in  1870.  has  as  its  mission  to  bring  to- 
gether the  best  of  the  liberal  arts  and  professional 
education  within  a  consistently  caring  Christian 
environment.  The  institution  has  an  enrollment  of 
nearly  600  students. 

"i  am  tremendously  e.xcited  with  the  experi- 
ence and  qualities  of  character  that  Ted  Brown  will 
bring  to  Martin,"  said  H.  Lynn  Greer  Jr..  chairman 
of  Martin's  Board  of  Trustees.  "His  background 
and  expertise  will  enable  him  to  be  a  dynamic 
president  to  lead  Martin  Methodist  College  into  the 
next  century." 

Brown  earned  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
philosophy  from  West  Virginia  Wesleyan  College 
in  1973  and  then  worked  in  the  college's  admis- 
sions office  for  two  years.

Vanderbilt.  In  1983  Brown  was  named 

director  of  development  at  Centre  College 

in  Danville,  Kv.,  and  then  came  to  PC  in

198.1  as  vice  president  of  development. 

The  position  became  vice  president  of  college 

advancement  in  1995. 

Along  with  his  Ph.D.  degree  from  Vanderbilt. 
he  has  done  post-doctoral  research  at  Harvard 
University.  Brown  also  served  as  a  research  assis- 
tant for  the  United  Methodist  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Ministry. 

"The  offer  to  join  the  Martin  Methodist  Col- 
lege family  as  president  is  a  thnlling  opportunity 
for  me,"  Brown  said.  "I  was  struck  by  the  waniith 
of  Martin's  people,  the  devotion  of  the  faculty,  and 
the  energy  and  vitality  of  the  students.  1  also 
closely  identify  with  Martin's  long  history  of  ser- 
vice to  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Most  impor- 
tantly, there  is  a  contagious  enthusiasm  about 
Martin's  future,  and  I  caught  it.

U.S.  News  &  World  Report 

PC  Rated  First  In 

Nation  For  Least 

Student  Debt 


wiudents  graduating  from  Pres- 
bytenan  College  in  19%  had  less  debt 
to  repay  than  students  at  any  other 
national  liberal  arts  college  in 
America,  according  to  statistics 
compiled  by  U.S.  News  &  World 
Report. 

In  its  I  Ith  annual  issue  of 
"America's  Best  Colleges."  which  was  pub- 
lished in  August.  U.S.  News  listed  the  institutions 
in  which  the  Class  of  1996  graduated  with  the 
largest  and  smallest  debt  loads. 

In  the  National  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  cat- 
egory. PC  was  rated  first  in  the  rankings  of  "Least 
Debt."  with  only  25  percent  of  its  graduates  incur- 
ring an  average  debt  of  $7,000.  On  the  other  end  of 
the  scale.  Whittier  College  in  California  ranked 
first  in  the  area  of  "most  debt."  with  its  1996 
graduates  facing  an  average  debt  of  S22.466. 

The  data  include  loans  students  have  taken 
out  from  colleges,  financial  institutions,  and  fed- 
eral, state,  and  local  governments. 

Not  only  was  the  dollar  amount  of  debt  for 
PC  graduates  lower  than  any  other  national  liberal 
arts  college,  but  the  fact  that  only  one-fourth  of  the 
graduating  class  has  incurred  any  debt  at  all  is 
particularly  significant.  No  other  college  in  the 
category  had  fewer  than  32  percent  of  its  students 
graduating  with  debt,  with  most  schools  ranging 
from  42  percent  to  71  percent. 

"One  of  the  biggest  concerns  of  today's  col- 
lege-bound students  and  their  parents  is  the  debt 
burden  associated  with  attaining  a  college  degree," 
said  Dana  Paul.  PC's  vice  president  for  enrollment 
and  dean  of  admissions.  "Presbyterian  College  has 
made  a  concerted  effort  to  keep  at  reasonable 


le\els  the  amount  of  loan  our  graduates  must  as- 
sume and  repay  to  finance  their  education.  A  lower 
debt  burden  means  a  better  quality  of  life  for  recent 
PC  graduates." 

Paul  credits  Judi  Gillespie.  PC's  director  of 
financial  aid.  and  her  staff  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  craft  each  student's  aid  package.  For  her  part. 
Gillespie  says  the  amount  of  debt  is  always  among 
her  primary  concerns. 

"Even  though  Presbyterian  College  knows 
that  loans  are  a  necessary  part  of  aid  packages  to 
students  who  have  need,  we  have  always  been 
especially  concerned  about  helping  each  student 
hold  his  or  her  total  debt  burden  to  a  manageable 
level,"  Gillespie  said.  "We  review  each  student 
package  individually  to  see  the  total  debt  accumu- 
lated each  year.  When  debt  is  getting  high,  we 
counsel  students  and  attempt  to  help  them  locale 
additional  funds  to  cover  costs. 

"This  not  only  helps  our  students,  but  also 
helps  us  maintain  a  consistently  low  default  rate." 

For  the  last  seven  years,  PC's  student  default 
rate  has  been  under  2  percent  and  currently  stands 
at  zero,  as  calculated  by  the  State  Education  Assis- 
tance Authoritv.

Iresbyterian  College  was  among  a 
select  group  of  42  institutions  in  America 
listed  as  "Best  Buys"  in  the  1998  edition  of 
The  Fiske  Guide  to  Colleges. 

PC  was  one  of  the  2 1  private  colleges 
and  universities  selected  by  Edward  B. 
Fiske.  former  education  editor  for  The  New 
York  Times  and  author  of  The  Fiske  Guide, 
as  offering  "remarkable  educational  op- 
portunities at  a  relatively  modest  cost."  He 
has  also  selected  21  public  colleges  and 
universities  as  best  buys. 

The  Fiske  Guide  —  a  selective  guide 
offering  essays  on  the  300  best  and  most 
interesting  institutions  in  the  nation  — 
groups  public  and  private  institutions  into 
four  price  categories,  from  Inexpensive  to 
Very  Expensive.  All  of  Fiske's  Best  Buys 
fall  into  the  Inexpensive  to  Moderate  price 
category,  and  most  have  four-  or  five-star 
academic  ratings.

Career  Management  Is  For  Everybody

considtant  for  individuals  and  companies  throughout  his  own 
career  in  education  and  business.

low  is  your  career  going?  Tiiose  of  you  who  are  iiappy 
witli  your  careers  may  be  ready  to  turn  the  page  —  you  figure  you 
don't  need  to  worry  about  managing  your  careers. 

Wrong!  In  today's  fast-changing  workplace  all  people  need 
to  be  managing  their  careers. 

In  order  to  survive  increased  global  competition,  employers 
are  transforming  themselves  to  become  more  flexible,  efficient, 
and  effective.  The  trend  is  toward  re-engineering  and  restructuring  around 
self-managed  project  teams  with  the  outsourcing  of  all  but  the  most  central 
functions. 

This,  in  turn,  is  leading  to  dramatic  changes  in  employment  patterns, 
with  huge  increases  in  temporary,  part-time,  and  contractual  workers.  Em- 
ployers find  that  they  can  no  longer  be  loyal  to  their  employees  as  they 
continually  reorganize  and  downsize.  As  a  result,  most  workers  can  expect  not 
only  multiple  jobs,  but  also  multiple  careers. 

The  world  of  professional  sports  has  become  an  interesting  microcosm 
of  this  new  reality.  In  the  old  days,  the  Mickey  Mantles  and  Bart  Starrs  played 
their  whole  careers  with  one  team. 

Today  the  players  become  free  agents,  frequently  switching  teams  and 
going  to  the  highest  bidders — //their  skills  are  in  demand.  If  not,  they  struggle 
to  latch  on  to  any  team  at  a  reduced  salary.  Then,  when  their  playing  days  are 
o\er,  the  athletes  have  to  tlnd  entirely  new  careers. 

We  should  think  of  ourselves  as  free  agents  scrambling  for  footing  on  a 
shifting  corporate  playing  field.  Under  these  conditions,  we  can't  let  some- 
thing as  important  as  our  careers  happen  by  chance.  All  of  us  need  to  take 
control  of  our  careers  and  manage  them  to  guide  ourselves  through  the  chaos. 

To  help  you  cope  with  this  new  reality,  I  have  developed  a  career 
management  model  around  the  acronym  PERFORM:

•  Develop  effective  Relationships.

Planning 

Step  back  and  take  a  look  at  your  own  career.  Are  you  where  you  w  ant  to 
be'  Don't  be  surprised  if  you  find  that  your  career  has  taken  an  unexpected  turn. 


This  is  because  careers  tend  to  drift  as  we  are 
scrambling  to  adjust  to  the  changing  environment. 
As  a  result,  we  may  find  ourselves  in  a 
career  that  is  not  a  good  fit  with  our  inter- 
ests and  abilities.  But  if  we  continuously 
plan  our  careers,  we  can  guide  them  to- 
ward objectives  and  avoid  drift. 
An    effective  planning 
model  re\'oh'es  around  answers  to 
the  following  three  questions: 

•  Where  am  I  now?  In  order 
to  match  up  with  a  good-fitting  ca- 
reer, you  need  to  start  with  a  thor- 
ough assessment  of  yourself,  reviewing  your 
strengths,  weaknesses,  values,  interests,  and 
other  job-related  traits. 

•  Where  do  I  want  to  go?  Then  you 
need  to  set  some  specific  short-term  and 
long-term  objectives  for  where  you  want 
your  career  to  go. 

•  How  do  I  get  there?  Finally,  you 
need  to  determine  specific  action  plans  to 
implement  in  order  to  accomplish  your  objectives

Future  Opportunities 

The  next  step  in  the  career 
management  model,  future  op- 
portunities, involves  two  compo- 
nents: keeping  up  with  future 
trends  and  being  prepared  to  capi- 
talize on  those  trends. 

Constantly  updating  your  edu- 
cation, as  recommended  earlier,  will 
help  you  with  both  of  these  compo- 
nents. In  addition,  you  always  need  to 
be  on  the  lookout  for  possibilities,  but 
don't  leave  the  possibilities  sitting  there. 

Be  ready  to  further  investigate,  analyze, 
predict  outcomes,  and,  finally,  act.  Acting  is 
the  toughest  step,  because  even  after  careful 
analysis,  moving  in  new  directions  involves 
risk.  And  risk  always  can  result  in  failure. 


Education 

How  do  you  keep  your  education  up  to  date'?  The  most  important  elements 
are  inquisitiveness  and  an  open  mind.  In  all  aspects  of  your  life,  think  of  yourself 
as  a  giant  sponge,  soaking  up  infomiation  from  disparate  sources. 

More  traditional  education  experiences  include  fomial  education  through 
advanced  degrees  and  non-credit  training  programs.  Getting  an  advanced  degree 
not  only  updates  your  knowledge  but  also  provides  a  credential  that  may  help 
you  advance  in  your  career. 

Just  don't  become  complacent  after  completing  your  degree.  What  you 
learned  will  be  obsolete  in  only  a  few  years.  Therefore,  you  must  continually 
update  your  learning  through  training  programs. 

Relationsliips 

The  key  to  satisfaction  and  success,  both  on  and  off  the  job.  is  relationships 
with  others. 

Off  the  job,  it  is  our  relationships  with  family  and  friends  that  make  our 
lives  enjoyable  and  meaningful.  On  the  job,  there  are  many  categories  of 
relationships  that  are  important  for  our  career  success. 

Numerous  books  have  been  written  about  developing  effective  relation- 
ships with  our  colleagues  at  work  —  managers,  peers,  and  subordinates. 
However,  there  is  another  set  of  relationships  outside  of  our  employer  that  is 
critical  to  your  career  —  our  network  of  contacts. 

Anyone  who  has  looked  for  a  job  recently  knows  how  important  a  network 
is  for  finding  a  job.  Statistics  confirm  that  networking  is  the  primary  source  for 
new  jobs.  And  the  best  time  to  build  a  network  is  when  you  are  not  looking  for 
a  job. 


Rebound 

No  matter  how  well  you  follow  the  above 
advice  and  manage  your  career,  you  will  en- 
counter some  setbacks  along  the  way.  And  the 
new  unstable,  insecure  workplace  means  that  career  setbacks  are  likely  to  be 
more  frequent.  When  you  encounter  these  inevitable  stumbling  blocks,  you  need 
to  rebound  effectively. 

The  first  step  in  rebounding  is  understand  the  cause  of  the  setback  so  that 
you  can  learn  from  the  experience.  The  next  phase  calls  for  a  positive  attitude  — 
looking  at  the  situation  as  an  opportunity,  not  a  threat. 

For  example,  if  you  have  just  been  terminated,  and  your  analysis  of  the 
cause  was  that  you  were  in  a  poor-fitting  position,  this  gives  you  an  opportunity 
to  find  a  better-fitting  job. 

IVIarket  Yourself 

We  can  break  career  marketing  into  two  categories:  external  and  internal. 
External  refers  to  the  obvious  need  to  market  yourself  when  you  are  seeking  a 
new  position  outside  your  current  employer. 

If  you  have  followed  the  previous  career  management  steps  —  your  career 
plan  is  updated,  your  education  is  cutting  edge,  your  network  is  developed,  and 
you  are  on  top  of  future  opportunities  —  you  are  ready  to  go. 

Internal  marketing  refers  to  the  less  obvious  need  for  marketing  your  skills 
inside  your  current  employer.  For  effective  internal  marketing,  view  your  fellow 
employees  as  customers  and  seek  to  satisfy  all  with  whom  you  interact  on  the  job. 
This  customer  satisfaction  attitude  will  help  you  develop  positive  relationships 
and  encourage  opportunities  for  promotion. 

We  have  only  been  able  to  hit  the  highlights  of  the  PERFORM  career 
management  model,  but  1  hope  that  they  have  stimulated  you  to  step  back  and 
take  a  look  at  vour  career.

A  Journalist 
Examines 
His  Favorite 
Subject 


Presbyterian  Collese  brou3ht  to  campus  one  of  the  nation's  most  respected 

journalists,  Bill  Moyers,  to  discuss  the  relationship  between  relision  and  American  media. 

As  he  called  upon  a  lifetime  of  expenences  and  insishts,  he  made  it  exceedingly  clear 

why  Russell  Program  leaders  had  longed  to  have  him  here  for  so  long.

English  professor  Jim  Sl^inner  could  he  excused 
if  he  left  the  Nov.  18  convocation  address  by 
celebrated  television  journalist  Bill  Moyers 
more  than  a  little  giddy .  He  had  finally 
experienced  the  insight  about  media  and  society  that 
he  had  longed  for  since  he  became  chair  of  Presbyte- 
nan  College's  Russell  Program  at  its  founding  12 
years  ago. 

Not  beard,  mind  you.  but  expeiii'iiced.  for 
Moyers'  understanding  of  the  symbiotic  relationship 
between  popular  media  and  American  culture  is 
unrivaled  —  precisely  why  Skinner  and  the  members 
of  the  Russell  steering  committee  have  yearned 
through  the  years  to  include  him  in  a  Russell  series. 

He  would  have  been  a  natural  for  "Ethics  and  the 
Media"  in  1987  or  "Politics  and  the  Media"  in  1988. 
He  could  have  addressed  "The  Media  and  American 
Values"  in  1990  or  any  of  the  year-long  series,  such  as 
"Images  of  the  South  in  American  Media"  in  1990-91. 
"The  Media  and  the  Third  World"  in  1991-92.  or  "The 


Media  and  Popular  Culture"  in  1996-97. 

"His  name  has  come  up  many  times  through  the 
years  as  we  have  talked  about  various  projects  on  this 
campus,"  Skinner  said.  "He  has  such  a  far-reaching 
command  of  topics  and  such  a  w  ide  variety  of  media 
experiences  in  his  life  that  he  is  one  person  you  think 
about  time  and  again  when  planning  a  lecture  series  of 
this  magnitude." 

Not  that  PC  didn't  try.  hut  his  schedule  and  the 
Russell  Program's  just  never  quite  aligned  —  not  until 
this  year,  when  the  topic  was  to  be  "Religion  and  the 
Media." 

"What  makes  Bill  Moyers  so  special  is  that  he  has 
involved  himself  in  so  many  areas  that  are  part  of  the 
liberal  arts  experience,"  Skinner  said.  "He's  addressed 
religion,  mythology,  American  politics,  public 
education,  the  human  condition.  There  was  his  recent 
series  on  'Genesis'  —  it  all  makes  this  minister's  son 
especially  suited  for  a  discussion  of  this  year's  Russell 
Program  topic." 

Nobody  recognized  the  perfect  fit  any  more  than 
the  speaker  himself  who  began  his  address  in  a  nearly 
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filled  Belk  Auditorium  with  these  words:  "I  was 
especially  delighted  when  you  asked  me  to  speak  as 
part  of  your  year-long  series  on  'Religion  and  the 
Media.'  Asking  a  journalist  if  he'll  speak  on  his 
favorite  subject  is  like  asking  a  skunk  if 
he  wants  to  smell.  Now  that  I  think  of  it, 
some  people  think  of  a  journalist  in  the 
same  way  they  think  of  a  skunk." 

A  Time  To  Reminisce 

The  previous  night,  Nov.  17.  a 
special  dinner  in  Mabry-Smith-Yonce 
Center  had  focused  on  Moyers'  many 
PBS  documentaries  through  the  years. 
Members  of  the  audience,  which 
included  key  supporters  of  South 
Carolina  Education  Television,  watched 
as  Skinner  showed  excerpts  from  several 
of  Moyers'  most  honored  broadcasts,  posing  questions 
to  the  guest  of  honor  about  the  who,  what,  and  why  of 
each  project. 

Moyers  ended  the  evening  with  grand  praise  for 
the  formal,  although,  he  said  with  a  smile,  "it's  a  bit 
disconcerting  sitting  here  and  watching  yourself  age 
right  up  there  on  the  screen." 

While  he  obviously  enjoyed  reminiscing  at  the 
dinner  about  his  documentaries  on  topics  of  politics 
and  education,  he  held  a  special  place  for  those 
projects,  such  as  the  much-acclaimed  "Amazing 
Grace,"  that  focused  on  issues  of  religion  and  humanity. 

And  he  carried  that  enthusiasm  into  Belk 
Auditorium  the  next  morning  as  he  addressed  the  oft- 
troubling  relationship  between  the  media  and  the 
world  of  religion. 

"There  is  no  beat  more  important  or  more 
neglected  today  by  journalists  than  religion,"  he  said, 
attributing  much  of  the  problem  to  ignorance  by 
television  journalists  about  the  subject. 

Never  has  it  been  more  obvious  that  the  medium 
of  television  has  the  potential  to  influence  American 
society,  Moyers  said.  Sadly,  that  is  showing  its  face  in 
negative  as  well  as  poshive  ways. 

"By  the  age  of  18,  the  average  American 
reportedly  will  have  seen  200,000  acts  of  violence  on 
the  screen,  including  40,000  murders,"  he  said.  "When 
I  was  producing  a  series  on  violence  a  few  years  ago,  1 
came  upon  a  study  by  psychologists  at  the  University 
of  Illinois  who  had  studied  the  same  set  of  children  for 
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20  years.  They  found  that  kids  who  watched  significant 
amounts  of  television  violence  at  the  age  of  8  were 
consistently  more  likely  to  commit  crimes  or  engage  in 
child  or  spouse  abuse  at  the  age  of  30. 

"Well,  you  say,  you  can  turn  off 
the  television  set,  and  that's  true,  hut, 
you  know,  you  and  I  can  no  more 
escape  the  debilitating  infiuence  of  the 
media  by  not  watching  than  we  can 
escape  the  toxic  fumes  of  auto 
emissions  by  not  driving.  The 
environment,  the  cultural  environment, 
are  filled  with  these  images." 

Moyers  is  not  hesitant  to  point  to 
the  many  examples  where  producers 
play  to  the  lowest  common  denomina- 
tors among  their  viewers,  but  he  said  he 
sees  promise  at  the  other  end  of  the 
spectrum  —  the  kind  of  programming  that  brings  out 
the  best  of  the  medium,  and  of  society. 

"Wealth,  fame,  sex.  and  violence  are  for  many  the 
true  gods  of  the  age,  and  television  offers  daily 
communion  with  them,"  he  said.  "But  there  is  a  hunger 
for  something  else.  I  believe  millions  of  people  yearn 
for  something  else. 

"Thirty  years  ago.  Time  magazine  put  'The  Death 
of  God'  on  its  cover.  Now  God  is  back.  A  recent  issue 
of  Theohfiy  Today  says  that  people  seem  to  want  to 
talk  about  God  again.  One  serious  non-fiction  book 
called  A  Hisiory  of  God  was  on  the  recent  bestseller  list 
for  almost  a  year.  Another  book  by  Jack  Miles  called 
God:  A  Biography,  non-fiction,  won  the  Pulitzer  Prize 
three  years  ago.

Bill  Movers  ha^  indeed  been  regarded  as  one  of 

examined  issues  of  spirituality  and  religion,  allowing 
men  and  women  of  differing  belief  systems  to  compare 
and  contrast  their  perspectives  in  a  provocative  yet 
productive  format.  Unfortunately.  Moyers  said,  that  is 
not  the  "religion"  that  most  news  broadcasts  depict. 
"Religion  has  a  healing  side:  we  know  that,"  he 
said.

the  finest  TV  journalists  in  broadcasting  history, 
largely  because  of  his  willingness  to  take  society's 
questions  to  the  appropriate  sources  —  even  when  the 
result  is  television  without  the  fever-pitch  theatrics  of  a 
Jerry  Springer  or  Geraldo  Rivera  live-action  circus. 

What  he  has  had  the  audacity  to  do  in  a  televised 
world  of  impatience  and  intolerance  is  allow  for  true 
discourse  —  intellectual  and  insightful.  When  his  hour        ' 

hospitals  founded  by  the  religious  impulse,  or  great 
music  and  great  art  inspired  by  the  religious  intuition.

Presbyterians  with  other  Presbyterians.  But.  you  know, 
talking  to  a  person  just  like  you  is  like  jogging  in  a 
cul  de  sac,"  Moyers  said. 

"Thomas  Moore  says  in  his  most  recent  book.  The 
Care  of  the  Soul,  that  'conversation  is  the  interpretation 
of  worlds."  One  of  the  reasons  that  I  really  enjoy 
interviewing  people  on  television  is  because  that 
conversation  is  a  passport  into  a  world  that  I  would 
never  enter  if  that  person  didn't  interpret  it  to  me. 

"I'm  a  better  Christian  today  and  a  better  Baptist 
becau,se  of  what  I've  learned  from  the  Buddhists  about 
contemplation  and  the  inner  within;  what  I've  learned 
about  Jews  about  the  prophetic  role  of  justice  and 
mercy;  what  I've  learned  about  Muslims  and  the 
mystical  union  with  God;  what  I've  learned  about 
Hindus  about  a  universe  charged  with  divinity. 

"The  more  I've  learned  from  them,  the  better  I've 
been  able  to  be  true  to  my  own  faith,  because  down 
there  below  the  dogma  and  the  doctrine,  below  the 
particular  experience  that  you  have  religiously,  is  a 
common  water  table  of  humanity  —  the  source  of  all 
human  life.  Yet  how  rarely  do  we  hear  this  kind  of 
discussion  taking  place  on  television,  and  one  of  the 
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reasons  is  that  we  journalists  are  illiterate  about  other 
faiths  than  our  own." 

Television  journalists  often  describe  their  medium 
as  "print  news  with  pictures."  Yet  here  is  one  of  the  most 
respected  individuals  in  that  industry  who  has  built  his 
much-heralded  career  not  on  the  flashy  images  that  dance 
across  the  screen  in  almost  hypnoptic  rhythms,  but  on 
dialogue ...  on  words. 

"I'm  a  Southerner,  and  nothing  is  more  crucial  to  a 
Southerner  than  language,  and  nothing  is  more  crucial  to 
understanding  religion  than  language."  Moyers  said. 

"One  can  picture  two  people  eating  together,  but  the 
concepts  of  kindness,  friendship,  and  love  exist  through 
language.  One  can  show  a  picture  of  a  big  statue  holding  a 
torch,  but  the  ideas  of  liberty,  freedom,  or  democracy 
need  to  be  developed  and  debated  through  words.  Anyone 
at  home  in  religious  discourse  will  hardly  find  this 
surprising,  because  'in  the  beginning  was  the  Word.'" 

There  is  work  to  be  done,  and  not  just  by  TV 
reporters,  editors,  and  producers,  but  by  all  of  us  in  a 
civilized  society.  Moyers  said.  But  he  would  like  to  think 
that  his  medium  could  take  a  leadership  role  by  doing 
what  it  can  do  best  —  allowing  words  and  images  to 
convey,  together,  those  elements  of  humanity  that  we  all 
share. 

"I  would  not  leave  you  thinking  that  more  and  better 
coverage  by  the  media  is  itself  the  answer,  but  it  is  a 
matter  of  faith  to  me  that  television,  in  particular,  might 
yet  honor  that  ancient  imperative,  'Let  there  be  light.""

Wehmeyer  said  that  60  percent  of  Americans  say 
that  religion  is  an  extremeh  important  part  of  their  lives 
and  70  percent  are  a  member  of  some  church  or 
synagogue. 

"Still,"  she  said,  "every  other  human  endeavor  is 
covered  ad  nauseum  by  the  media,  but  when  it  comes  to 
religion,  to  use  a  phrase  by  one  of  my  favorite 
journalists.  Bill  Moyers  —  who  will  be  here  on  this 
campus  to  discuss  this  topic  in  November  —  'there  is  no 
room  at  the  inn.'" 

Wehmeyer  joined  ABC  News  in  1994.  becoming 
the  first  correspondent  on  network  television  to  report  on 
issues  of  religion  and  spirituality.  She  came  to  "World 
News  Tonight"  from  WFAA-TV,  the  ABC  affiliate  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  where  she  covered  religion  and  social 
issues  for  more  than  10  years.  She  joined  WFAA-TV  in 
1980  as  an  assignment  editor  and  became  a  reporter  the 
next  year.  Previously,  she  served  as  director  of  public 
information  for  Dallas  Theological  Seminar}',  where  she 
also  studied. 

She  has  received  numerous  honors  for  her  work, 
including  the  Religion  in  Media  Association  Award  for  a 
six-part  series  dealing  with  the  Mormon  Church.  Her 
special  report  on  multiple  personality  disorders  was 
honored  with  a  1990  Associated  Press  Broadcasters  Award. 

Her  stories  for  ABC  News  often  appear  as  part  of 
the  "American  Agenda"  segment,  and  she  showed 
samples  of  her  work  during  her  50-minute  address  at  PC. 
Two  of  those  reports  —  one  focusing  on  two  women  in  a 
small  communitv  who  disagree  over  reliaion's  role  in

focus  on  morals  and  values  and  beliefs."  she  said,  "such 
as  abortion,  physician-assisted  suicide,  homosexuality, 
the  treatment  of  illegal  aliens.  . . .  My  job  is  to  tr\  and 
slow  down  the  religious  tribalization  —  to  do  stories 
that  don't  stereotype  people." 

Marty,  the  author  of  45  books,  described  for  the 
Oct.  21  audience  the  omnipresent  nature  of  media  in  our 
world,  and  how  society  has  been  molded  by  the  very 
media  that  it  created. 

"We  have  shaped  the  media."  he  said.  "and.  in  turn, 
the  media  have  changed  our  w  ay  of  seeing  the  w  orld." 

One  of  those  areas  that  society  cannot  seem  to 
focus  clearly  on,  as  a  result,  is  religion.  Emotions  and 
misunderstanding  make  such  discourse  uncomfortable 
for  the  media  to  address,  he  said. 

Marty  —  an  ordained  minister  in  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  who  is  considered  by  many 
people  to  be  second  only  to  Billy  Graham  for  the  impact 
he  has  had  on  religion  in  America  —  is  the  Fairfax  M. 
Cone  Distinguished  Sen'ice  Professor  of  the  History  of 
Christianity  at  the  University  of  Chicago  Divinity 
School,  where  he  has  taught  since  196.1  ,An  authority  on 
fundamentalism,  ecumenism,  and  church  historv',  he  has 
been  chosen  by  the  Pew  Charitable  Trusts  to  launch  the 
Public  Religion  Project,  a  comprehensive  effort  to 
interpret  the  role  of  religion  in  American  public  life. 

The  year-long  look  at  "Religion  and  the  Media" 
will  conclude  Feb.  16-18  with  the  1998  Arnold 
Symposium,  featunng  ethicist  and  author  Stephen  L. 
Carter,  religious  scholar  Quentin  Schultze,  award- 
winning  Charlotte  Ohsener  religion  writer  Ken 
Garfield,  and  former  NBC  journalist  Bob  Abemethy. 
who  is  creating  a  weekly  PBS  news  program  on  religion.

As  celebrated  and  well  traveled  as  Bill  Moyers 
is,  he  did  not  come  to  Presbyterian  College 
in  November  unaware  of  the  school  or  the 
I  Russell  Program's  focus  on  media  and  society. 
To  the  contrary.  In  fact,  he  spent  the  opening  minutes  of 
his  convocation  address  praising  PC  for  what  he  described 
as  a  program  unlike  any  other. 

"There  are  two  reasons  in  particular  that  I'm  glad  to 
be  on  the  campus  of  Presbyterian  College  and  here  in 
Clinton."  he  said.  "One  is  your  program  on  media  and 
society  which  has  pioneered  in  this  field  under  the 
leadership  and  inspiration  of  Professor  James  Skinner  and 
with  the  support  of  Dr.  Ernest  Arnold  and  the  Russell 
Charitable  Trusts.  1  simply  wanted  to  come  and  thank  you 
and  express  my  admiration  for  what  a  small  college  has 
done  with  a  very  big  idea. 

"Media  are  the  environment  in  which  we  live  today, 
and  it's  so  important  that  at  the  undergraduate  level  young 
people  begin  to  be  able  to  read  the  media  for  what  they 
intend  and  not  just  for  what  you  see  on  the  screen.  And  so 
1  take  m\  hat  off  to  Presbyterian  for  this  wonderful  media 
and  society  studies  you  have." 

He  then  turned  his  praise  to  the  liberal  arts  and  the 
impact  such  study  made  on  his  life. 

"Second,  I  wanted  to  tell  you  how  important  it  is 
that  this  college  still  honors  as  its  primary  mission  the 
liberal  arts  education,"  Moyers  said.  "I'm  impressed  by  a 
faculty  that  sees  the  student  as  a  whole  and  sees  the 
student  not  only  now  but  30  years  from  now  ...  and  I'm 
impressed  by  students  who  take  seriously  the  world  of  ideas. 

"Although  I  received  my  bachelor's  degree  in 
journalism,  I  had  far  more  credits  in  liberal  arts  at  the 
University  of  Texas  than  in  journalism,  and  that  has  made 
the  difference.  It  has  made  the  difference  in  my 
journalism.  We  journalists  are  privileged  to  explain  things 
we  don't  understand,  and  since  I  don't  understand  most 
things,  my  exposure  to  the  core  curriculum  of  the  liberal 
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Bill  Moyers  visits  with  Dr.  Jim  Skinner 
(center),  chairman  of  the  Russell 
Prosram,  and  Dr.  Ron  Dempsey, 
assistant  academic  dean. 

arts  —  to  philosophy,  to  political  science,  to  government, 
to  literature,  to  math,  economics,  religion  —  enlarged  my 
venue  and  helped  me  develop  the  critical  skills  that  I 
have  used  as  a  reporter,  a  producer,  an  editor,  and  an  analyst, 

"It's  not  what  1  learned  in  those  courses;  it's  what 
those  courses  taught  me  about  learning  —  that  everything 
is  connected,  and  to  see  the  world  as  it  really  is  and  to  be 
at  home  in  the  world  you  have  to  connect  the  dots,  to 
think  critically  by  analogy,  but  not  cynically  —  and  there 

is  a  difference It  is  the  power  of  a  liberal  arts 

education  to  enable  you  to  think  critically  within  the 
framework  of  values  that  spares  you  from  the  cynicism 
that  is  corroding  so  much  of  our  modem  world." 

He  pointed  to  the  horizons  that  opened  in  his  own 
life  when  he  embraced  liberal  learning  as  a  young 
college  student  from  the  small  town  of  Marshall,  Texas. 

"I  think  the  greatest  gift  of  a  liberal  arts  education 
is  the  quality  of  empathy  —  called  'the  science  of  the 
heart.'  Intelligence,  feeling,  and  perception  combine  to 
infomi  your  own  story  but  to  include  others  in  that  story 
and  to  make  of  our  individual  and  our  collective  lives  a 
victory  of  the  deepest  moral  expenence  of  sympathy, 
understanding,  and  affection.  With  empathy,  you're 
never  alone  in  the  world,  and  the  virus  of  indifference 
can  never  take  root  in  your  heart.  With  empathy,  you  can 
answer  as  Gloucester  answered  when  King  Lear  asked 
him,  "How  do  you  see  the  world?"  Blind  Gloucester 
answered,  "I  see  it  feelingly.  I  see  it  feelingly." 

"So  I  wanted  to  take  this  opportunity  to  say  to  you 
students,  especially;  If  you  had  any  doubts  about  your 
choice  of  a  college  or  curriculum,  put  them  aside.  You 
made  the  right  call.  You're  in  the  right  place."

lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  ,\miy's  elite  flight  school 
at  Fon  Rucker.  Ala 

Lt.  Col.  Larry  Mulhall.  PC's  professor  of 
militar}'  science,  says  that  the  numbers  illustrate 
Hampton's  extraordinary  skills  and  talents. 
Mulhall  points  out  that  the  Army  will  commis- 
sion 3.413  lieutenants  in  1998.  Of  that  total,  only 
172  have  been  selected  for  aviation;  of  those. 
only  31  are  women:  and  of  those  31.  only  12 
were  .selected  for  immediate  active  duty. 

"If  you  look  at  the  numbers."  he  adds,  "the 
highest  scores  are  in  aviation:  the  highest  camp 
scores  are  aviation,  the  highest  college  grade 
point  averages  are  avaition.  the  highest  PT 
scores  are  in  aviation.  Only  the  top  individuals 
are  selected  for  aviation,  and  Kimberly  has  every 
reason  to  be  proud.  We're  certainly  excited  for 
her." 

To  be  honest.  Hampton  has  had  reason  to 
be  proud  since  the  da\  she  transferred  to  PC 
after  spending  freshman  year  at  Furman 
University.  An  exceptional  student  who  was  also 
a  highly  regarded  tennis  player  and  an  aspiring 
ROTC  cadet,  she  found  the  PC  environment 
exactly  to  her  liking. 

The  1994  graduate  of  Easley  (S.C.)  High 
School  has  made  the  most  of  the  opportunity.  A 
three-year  ROTC  scholarship  recipient,  she  was 
selected  to  be  cadet  battalion  commander  for  the 
Scottish  Highlander  Battalion  ROTC  program  at 
PC  for  her  senior  year  following  a  summer  at 
Advanced  Camp  at  Fort  Lewis.  Wash.,  and 
Cadet  Troop  Leadership  Training  with  the  82nd

"Kimberly  is  a  self-motivated,  self- 
disciplined  perfectionist  in  the  positive  sense  of 
the  word."  Mulhall  says.  "Whatever  she  does  is 
her  best  effort.  She  seems  to  be  completely  at 
ease  w  ith  any  situation,  and  people  seem  to 
migrate  to  her.  That  is  a  quality  that  all  good 
leaders  have." 

Leadership,  in  fact,  is  what  Hampton  says 
has  been  the  most  important  lesson  learned 
through  her  ROTC  experience. 

"I've  learned  a  lot  about  dealing  with 
people,  especially  your  peers."  she  says.  "It's 
made  a  difference  for  me  in  ROTC  as  well  as  in 
tennis.  This  year.  I  am  the  onK  senior  and  we 
have  four  freshmen,  so  I  have  a  different  kind  of 
role  to  play  as  a  senior  than  I  did  last  year  when 
we  had  an  older,  more  experienced  team. 

"This  year  as  cadet  battalion  commander 
I've  gotten  a  taste  of  the  real  world,  the  real 
Army  —  personnel  management,  organizational 
skills,  even  the  paper  work.  But.  most  impor- 
tantly. I'm  learning  a  lot  about  myself" 

Despite  the  rave  reviews  from  the  Scottish 
Highlander  cadre  about  their  cadet  commander.

Pearson  Named  State's  Top  Librarian 

f  resbyterian  College's  recently  retired  director  of  the  Thomason  Library  has  been  honored 
by  his  peers  throughout  the  state. 

Dr.  Lennart  Pearson,  who  retired  as  library  director  in  August,  was  named  South  Carolina's 
"Outstanding  Librarian  of  the  Year"  bv  the  S.C.  Library  Association  at  its  annual  convention  in 
Myrtle  Beach. 

The  award  was  presented  by  Tom  Sutherland,  president  of  the  700-member  organization,  in 
recognition  of  Pearson's  work  as  a  professional  librarian  for  the  last  29  years. 

Dr.  David  Gillespie,  interim  academic  dean  at  PC,  noted  that  in  addition  to  his  work  as  a  library 
administrator  and  Episcopal  parish  priest,  Pearson  has  taught  courses  in  religion  every  semester  for 
21  years  and  in  Swedish  for  16,  and  he  has  an  outstanding  record  of  publicafions  in  scholarly  journals. 

"The  college  library  is  what  it  is  today  because  he  advocated,  designed,  superintended, 
promoted,  and  cared  for  it."  Gillespie  said.  "It  possesses  a  well-equipped  media  center  and  is  on  the 
cutting  edge  of  technology.  Its  collection  of  books,  periodicals,  and  other  materials,  and  its  many 
services  are  quite  remarkable." 

Originally  trained  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  as  a  theological  librarian. 
Pearson  came  to  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  in  1968  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia.  He  has  held  various  positions  in  the  S.C.  Library  Association  and  served  as  its  president  in 
1978. 

Hav  ing  been  designed  by  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees  as  an  emeritus  professor  of  religion.  Pearson 
continues  to  teach  in  the  religion  department  at  PC  and  serves  as  priest  at  the  Church  of  the  Nativity 
in  Union.  S.C.

M  Presbyterian  College  alumnus  was  among  those  remembered  during  a  recent  ceremony  at  Fort  Benning,  Ga. 

The  event  was  the  S.S,  Leopoldville  Dedication  Ceremony,  held  Nov,  7,  The  Leopoldville  was  a  World  War 
11  troop  ship  carrying  personnel  of  the  66th  Infantry  Division  from  England  to  France  to  assist  in  the  Battle  of  the 
Bulge,  then  in  progress.  While  crossing  the  English  Channel  on  Dec.  24, 1944.  the  ship  was  torpedoed  by  a  German 
submanne.  Almost  800  soldiers  perished,  including  2nd  Lt,  Roddy  Martin,  a  Mullins.  S.C.  native  who  had  enrolled 
at  PC  in  the  fall  of  1941, 

Among  those  attending  the  dedication  ceremony  was  Lt,  Col,  (Ret,)  Norman  Lloyd  "Red"  Williamson  of 
Columbus,  Ga„  a  1946  graduate  of  PC  who  went  on  to  a  distinguished  career  in  the  U.S.  Army,  He  remembers  Roddy

Panel  On  TV  Rating  System 

1  or  one  Presbyterian  College  alumnus,  the  ongo- 
ing debate  about  a  national  television  rating  system  has 
been  a  personal  discussion. 

Jeffery  John  Mclnty  re.  a  1989  graduate  from  Easley. 
S.C.  found  himself  at  the  White  House  this  summer, 
sitting  on  a  panel  headed  by  Vice  President  Al  Gore,  Jeff, 
legislative  and  federal  affairs  officer  for  the  Washinjton,

selected  to  participate  in  the  discussions  sponsored  by  the 

Freedom  and  Progress  Foundation.  He  joined  President  Clinton's  senior  advisor  for  policy  development,  the 

chairman  and  CEO  of  the  Motion  Picture  Association  of  America,  the  former  director  of  the  Christian  Coalition 

and  the  president  of  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union. 

In  a  recent  feature  story  that  appeared  in  his  hometown  paper,  the  Easley  Progress.  Jeff  said  that  the  pane 
debated  the  merits  of  a  rating  system  for  TV  as  well  as  more  controls  over  Internet  access  for  children.  While 
opinions  varied  on  where  the  problems  were  and  what  strategies  would  best  resolve  them,  he  points  to  the

"It's  so  new.  Just  five  years  ago,  it  was  invented.  We'  re  still  looking  at  what  to  do  about  it,  TV  is  much  easier 
to  tackle," 

While  the  panel  discussions  have  ended,  Jeff  continues  to  hold  informal  conversations  with  the  White 
House.  Vice  President  Gore,  and  members  of  Congress.  He  has  also  been  in  touch  with  executives  at  NBC  and 
the  Black  Entertainment  Television  (BET)  cable  network  —  the  only  TV  networks  that  have  not  adopted  the 
rating  system.
